BEING ENJOYED 

A good number of -children of the 
community are enjoying the morning 
hours at The daily vacation Bible 
school at the Church of Christ, which 
opened on Monday., Aug. 10th. at 9 a. 
m. and will continue for two weeks 
The boys and girls are sorry to see the 
classes finish and wish to take their 
handiwdrk home so that they may con¬ 
tinue it at home during the rest of the 
day. 

The classes start at nine in the 
morning with a bright song service of 
children’s hymns and choruses, fol¬ 
lowed by a 'Bible drill, devotional talk 
and roll call. Then the children are 
divided into classes according to their 
age and study the Bible for half an 
hour. This period is followed by the 
handiwork classes. The girls are mak¬ 
ing string-holders, flower-pot covers 
and other such things for their moth¬ 
ers.

Facilities for the care of many more 
children of the community are provid¬ 
ed for and the leaders of the school 
would be glad to see any child who 
would like to attend.

Unforgettable Incidents in 
Pioneering Practice

Patients of Early Days, Their 
trhuns and Prejudices; rind¬ 
ing fourth Star in Three Star 
Brandy 

Dr. u. S. McNab, an associate in 
the ualgary clinic, was once consuiteu 
in his oince by a young lady, accom¬ 
panied by Her solicitous mother. Al¬ 
ter taretul examination he reporter 
tnat the young lady was enciente. Tne 
mother was irantic and demonstrat¬ 
ed ner wrath witn vehemence. Finally 
she demanded that our associate trans¬ 
mit toe ungladsome tidings to the 
girl s uncle, a wise old practitioner in 
the Mid-West States. The ieply receiv¬ 
ed contained the following gem of hu¬ 
man philosophy: “1 am sorry my niece 
has not been able to meet her biologi¬ 
cal problem of adolescence in a per¬ 
fectly ethical manner.” 

Dr. Stewart Mackid tells the follow¬ 
ing: “The late Dr. Dan Dunlop had 
been attending a patient with a Neis- 
serian infection. Apparently the pro¬ 
gress was too slow to suit tne patient, 
lor he consulted me lor treatment. Not 
knowing anything about Dan’s connec¬ 
tion with the case 1 proceeded to give 
the usual treatments, and in due 
course the trouble subsided. I mailed 
the patient a statement for one hun¬ 
dred dollars, and he called at my of¬ 
fice promptly and paid me in cash. 
Months later 1 learned that upon ie- 
ceipt of my bill, he had called upon his 
old friend Dr. Dunlop, borrowed Uie 
hundred dollars, brought it to me and 
forthwith paid my bill.” 

When the writer first arrived in 
High River in 1901 there was a lough 
and ready cowpunclier, Jack Riveit. 
who used to be mixed up in most of the 
poker games and other revelries of 
Jerry’s old barroom. Everybody ad¬ 
dressed him as “Sir John.” We in¬ 
quired from our new-found and wonder 
ful friend, Scotty McNeill, how this 
peculiar mixture of culture and the 
uncouth came by his title. Scotty re¬ 
plied: “Why don’t you know! He is a 
great astronomer. He discovered the 
fourth star on Hennessey’s Three Star 
Brandy.” Jack went to the South Af¬ 
rican War and when he returned wan¬ 
dered up towards Bassano. In 1914 he 
enlisted for France in a British Co¬ 
lumbia unif. Our friend, Capt. Mc¬ 
Neill (Scotty) did likewise. We cor¬ 
responded with him regularly in 
France. In one letter he wrote: “You’ll 
be surprised to know who is in my 
unit, no less than our old friend Jack 
Rivett.” In our next letter we re¬ 
ferred to Jack’s title and how he had 
earned it. Scotty’s next letter boie 
the news of Jack’s death in action, and 
Scotty added, “By a strange coinci¬ 
dence, his grave is on the Hennessey 
Estate.” Then Scotty’s death was an¬ 
nounced and a few days later we saw a 
news item in the Calgary Herald seek¬ 
ing “the whereabouts of Jack Rivett." 
Two days later the Herald reported 
the fact that Jack's uncle in England 
had passed away and had left an es¬ 
tate exceeding one million dollars in 
—value, and that had Jack survived he 
would have been the heir to the entire 
estate and successor to the title “Sir 
John Rivett.” 


Tells How to Buy 
Tea and Coffee 


Representative of War Time 
Price and Trade Board Talks 
Of Fractions and Coupons 

How to buy tea and coffee when 
coupons aLlow only a fraction of' a 
pound i's the problem before the con¬ 
sumer these days. Topping each tem¬ 
porary ration card are the coupons 
marked A, B, C, D, E, each, single 
coupon being good for one ounce of 
-ea per person per week or four oun¬ 
ces of coffee per person per week. But 
t is permis8able to use all the coupons 
at once, to' buy five weeks supply. The 
dve coupons would be good for five 
ounces of tea, or for 20 ounces, which 
is VA pounds of coffee, to last five 
weeks. Or it could be used to buy Vs 
pound of coffee and three ounces of 
tea. Each ounce of either beverage 
will make at least 1214 cups. 

A family of four adults would have 
:0 coupons to see them through the 
ive weeks. It would take 16 coupons 
to buy a pound of tea, and the four 
xupons left would buy a pound of 
toffee as well, or could be used to sup- 
ilement the tea supply if they are the 
iroverbial tea grannies. 

Countrywomen usually have a larg- 
:r household ot provide for, often in- 
luding a farm helpe* or two. The far- 
ner’s wife is entitled to use the ration 
•ards of her helpers when purchasing 
ea and coffee. 

Rationing of tea and coffee lifts the 
•isks on shipping. The last tea i:n- 
xirted from India took four months to 
■each Canada.

Of Schedule 


WATCH YOUR COUPONS 
lettered coupons required for the 
purchase of tea and coffee cannot be 
replaced if they are erroneously re¬ 
moved from a ration card in the pur¬ 
chase of sugar.- The Wartime Price 
Board states in some cases lettered 
coupons instead of numbered coupons 
had been removed from cards in buy¬ 
ing sugar. 


“One of the best achievements in-

°e*ersen who hare three 'arms in the 
fighting forces and who pray that 
heir boys will have the arms and 
quipment that will give them the 
m"’er for victorv.”

v e thanks of the companv to the 
workmen' for making the celebration 
->o«.«ihle. “It has been a big iob,” he 
a ! .d. “It is still a big iob, but if you all 
continue to ner form in the future as 
-on hnvf up to this'point the ultimate 
eomnletion of this contraet will be ev 
en farther ahead of schedule than we 
are today.”

Millions of Dollars 
Damage to Roads 


Minister of Public Works, 
Mr. Fallow is Right in Re¬ 
stricting Heavy Oil Truck 
Traffic 


Something of a crisis is approaching 
n regard to the highway situation in 
Uberta, with road machinery on war¬ 
time jobs and drastic restrictions on 
-ae use of.surfacing material. As re¬ 
mit, the government has been consid- 
ring the advisability of curtailing 
heavy oil-truck traffic, which Hon. W 
A. Fallow claims cause “millions of 
dollars” damage to surfaces. “If noth- 
ng is done Alberta will have no high¬ 
ways in about a year,” said the Minis- 
.er. 

Protests from truckers against the 
proposed order to reduce pay loads by 
ipproximately 60 percent to protect 
Alberta highways, will be heard by the 
highway traffic board a special meet- 
ng, Friday. 

Meanwhile, the board order has 
been suspended and there has been no 
hange in regulations in regard to 
oading, provincial authorities said. 

Hon. W. A. Fallow, minister of pub¬ 
lic works, said the board meeting had 
been called to consider submissions 
'rom the trucking organizations. 

“The order is not being enforced, 
us 1 have said right along. It will not 
:e enforced until full opportunity is 
given all parties to be informed of the 
uature of the order and to make any 
mbmissions,” he said. 

The minister said excessive loads 
arried by some trucks were tearing 
ip sections of provincial highways 
which might cost the government mil- 
ions of dollars to repair. 

In announcing the proposed load 
>rder two weeks ago, Mr. Fallow men¬ 
tioned oil trucks particularly. 

He said bituminous-surfaced roads 
were suffering extensive damage. “Al¬ 
ready we have started to plow up and 
rebuild the Calgary-Edmonton high¬ 
way for 20 miles north from Olds,” he 
said.

James Hamilton Monkman, pioneer 
esident of High River, passed away 
on August 8 at his home in High Riv- 
<jr. after a brief illness. He was 76 
years of age at the time of his death. 

The bereaved family includes his 
wife, three daughters and five sons. 
They are Mrs. M. D. Stitt of Leth¬ 
bridge; Mrs. Murray Angel of Cal¬ 
gary; Mm. Warren Kennedy of Victor¬ 
ia; George of Vulcan; Pat of Dorris, 
California; Lloyd of the A.S. Corps 
stationed at Calgary; Dennis of Cal¬ 
gary, and Robert with the Canadian - 
Army overseas. One sister and three 
brothers also survive, Mrs. Lucinda 
Greig of Nanton; Dr. John Monkman 
of Loreburn, Sask., and Wallace 
Monkman also of Lorebum; William 
Monkman of Nanton. Mr. Monkman 
also leaves 13 grandchildren and four 
great grandchildren. Two grandsons 
are serving with the armed forces. 

Funeral services were held from 
High River United Church on Mon¬ 
day, August 10 at 2.30 with Rev. John 
Kennedy officiating. The I.O.O.F. of 
which Mr. Monkman had long been a 
member, attended in a body and mem¬ 
bers of the Rebekah lodge made up 
the choir. A great many old timers 
and other friends of Mr. Monkman at¬ 
tended the funeral. Interment was at 
ilighwood cemetery with graveside 
lerviccs conducted by the I.O.O.F. 
lodge. Pallbearers were W. E. M. 
Holmes, G. D. Miles, P. Downey, E. 
Stitt, J. B. Hoeh and John Biowne. 
The Snodgrass Funeral Home was in 
hargo of arrangements. 

Mr. Monkman had been a resident 
of High River for over forty years and 
had lived in the district since 1890. He 
was held in high regard by all who 
knew him and his home was always 
open to a host of friends. 

He was born in Mount Hope, On¬ 
tario and came west to Edmonton in 
1890. In the same year he came south 
to High River and secured employ¬ 
ment with the Bar U. In 1892 he mar¬ 
ried Miss Maria Byrne in Calgary, and 
in 1900 they too\c up residence in High 
River. They built one of the first 
homes in High Rivsr and have resi led 
in the same home since that time. 

During his life time in High River, 
Mr. Monkman was engaged in contract 
work, and he also had a farm out at 
the Big Lake. 

On June 16 of this year, Mr. and 
Mrs. Monkman celebrated their golden 
wedding anniversary. It will be a 
happy memory for the family that all 
the family were able to get home for 
the reunion except the sons Pat ^of 
California and Bob who is overseas.

Answering a question from Mr. Coldwell, the Prime Min 
ister announced continuance of the Vichy representation ii 
Canada and added that both London and Washington 
thought it desirable. 

There was a time when he would not have admitted con¬ 
sulting or taking counsel from London on such a question 
and would have denounced any overtures from there a 
smelling of Downing St. domination. He quotes not only 
Churchill but Cordell Hul^ and Sumner Welles as approv¬ 
ing continuance, but the real reason remains unuttered. 
French Canada is Vichy-minded, and, according to Jea • 
Charles Hervey, the C.B.C. has helped to place Petain on 
a pedestal. 


One thing is certain, if he desired to sever Vichy connec¬ 
tion he could get approval from the same sources, but in 
that case he would not ask for it. It is because the connec¬ 
tion is irrational, undesirable and dangerous that he has 
to be able to say it is continued with the sanction of Britain 
and the United States. i 

Was it only by chance that judgment in the Chaloult case 
was not given until parliament had adjourned? He is the 
French M.P.P. who said “We are searching with a mag 
nifying glass for British troops in action,” and the Judge 
acquits him while condemning his actions and words. Ex- 
Mayor Houde of Montreal is however in internment still, 
although his offence lay in resisting the registration which 
has been of no value whatever in mobilizing man-power. 


That saint-like fakir, Mohandas Gandhi, has disclosed 
himself for what he probably always was, a dissembler anu 
intriguer. One day he reads a lecture to the Japs telling 
them they are making a big mistake if they think Indians 
will not resist their aggressive designs. Next day he framer 
a resolution in which'he discloses his intention of negotiat¬ 
ing with Japan as soon as India secures independence. It is 
not to be thought, however, that he ljas lost caste on that 
account, with his followers. It would have been better for 
the British if they had allowed him to starve in one of his 
hunger strikes, but one can not be sure now that he was not 
bluffing them. 


r PHE events leading up to the plebiscite, and the 
speech and aiticles inspired by the plebiscite returns, 
impose the conclusion that national unity in Canada is 
non-existent. A further conclusion that might be reach¬ 
ed is that we shall never have national unity until we 
can cease talking about it. 

Canada’s problem is not unique and its importance 
may be exaggerated. National unity is a plant of slow 
growth and is subject to many blights and per.ts. It 
seems to flourish in the British Isles, now that Southern 
Ireland is independent, but it must be remembered tlmi 
the Welsh and Scotch have had several centuries of prac¬ 
tice in becoming accustomed to the peculiarities of the 
English. 

It should also be noted that the Welsh and Scotch have 
retained their own pride of race without diminution of 
their loyalty to the United Kingdom. They have their 
national festivals, they retain their customs and their 
languages, but they do not go around with chips on their 
shoulders looking for insults. No instance is repo/ted 
of a Scotchman’s refusing to accept a five-pound note 
because it was not printed in Gaelic. And while most 
British cabinets contain Welshmen and Scotchmen they 
owe their posts to their abilities, and not to their racial 
origin. 

A great step towards national unity will be made by 
the first Prime Minister of 'Canada who has the courage 
to ignore geography when he chooses his cabinet ami 
makeis the best qualified men his ministers, even if they 
all happen to come from one province. If cabinet timber 
must invariably come from all parts of the country, a 
few badly-seasoned boards are almost certain to be in¬ 
cluded in the finished job.—The Printed Word. 


Alberta Fruit 


OROBLEMS of home-canning have been simplified 
for housewives of Southern Alberta, by the market¬ 
ing in quantity of fruit fifom the “deep south” of the 
province. Dependence on B.C. fruit had been very dis¬ 
appointing early in the season owing, it was said, to 
weather and labor conditions in B.C. Such fruit when it 
did arrive was not up to customary standard in flavor. 

The appearance of cultivated berries from southerly 
points of the province has been hailed with joy. House¬ 
wives are finding the fruit of excellent quality, and the 
quick delivery from producer to consumer is an appre¬ 
ciated advantage in the case of such perishaDle goods. 

To find that Alberta is proving itself in the fruit 
growing field is a source of pride to everyone. This type 
of priduction has been going forward in a small way for 
some time, but to produce in quantity is much more im¬ 
portant. It proves the fertility and versatility of pro¬ 
vincial land, especially in areas under irrigation. More¬ 
over, the value of fruit depends so greatly on quick 
transit that it opens up new possibility in satisfactory 
canning. Alberta fruit will be a great boom to those 
who avail themselves of the quick freezing locker sys¬ 
tem. 

So much satisfaction has been experienced in the quick 
movement from grower to consumer that fear is ex¬ 
pressed that something will crop up to throw a monkey 
wrench into smooth operation. It seems to be our ex¬ 
perience that no sooner does some diiect simple method 
of marketing develop, than all sorts of controls, agen¬ 
cies and boards, step in to complicate things. We are net¬ 
worked with machinery which seems to be devised pure¬ 
ly for the purpose of delaying movement of produce. 
The distance from producer to consumer is increased 
with handling, inspection and regulations which have no 
apparent value but to provide jobs. The simplicity of 
straight quick transaction is smothered under regimen¬ 
tation and regulation. 

More than that, one never knows when some big in¬ 
terest may see threat in simple direct dealing. Then 
further laws and regulations are invoked to destroy the 
virtue and benefit of transactions between man and man. 

It is important that fruit growing in Alberta be en¬ 
couraged so that the grower is assured of a fair price. 
The consumer does not expect “cut rates,” but is desir¬ 
ous that transportation and handling be simplified 30 
that the maximum amount goes to the man who grows, 
prunes and picks the fruit. If thebusy “boards” and reg¬ 
ulators can just keep their fingers out of this new fiuit 
growing industry of ours, it will be betteF for all con¬ 
cerned. The housewife will get the product quickly 
from the farms, and the producer will get his fair price. 


YT is understood that British Columbia took full advan- 

tage of the Dominion Housing^cheme from the time 
it was first launched. As a result cities have been beau¬ 
tified by many attractive new homes all built within the 
past few years, and all being paid for on terms not much 
more burdensome than rentals. In addition the owners 
have enjoyed pleasant housing conditions during these 
years and security of occupation. They have developed 
pride of ownership which has stimulated them to create 
grounds and surroundings which enhance the appearance 
of their property. 

Nelson is one B.C. city in which it is said that home 
ownership is encouraged, and that many home3 have 
been built under the Dominion Housing plan. As a re¬ 
sult, the city boasts street after street of lovely homes. 
They^re not particularly pretentious, but there is charm 
in the architecture and planning. Each has some distinc 
tive touch to provide a picture. Needless to say, the l'ow- 
ers and shrubbery are designed to furnish suitable set¬ 
ting. The aggregate result is most pleasing, a recom¬ 
mendation for the city as a whol**"&s well as an indica¬ 
tion of a substantial type of citizenship.

During the last eighteen 
months the most intensive search for 
ml reservoirs- have been undertaken 
oy the large oil companies in all east¬ 
ern Alberta. There is nothing to in- 
jicate that they have found any par¬ 
ticular signs of extensive pools of-uib 
n their explorations. So the thing to 
do is for the Dominion government to 
usli the necessary plant and start 
producing gasoline as soomas possible 
from the.-e tar rands. No wait and see 
stull'. Just go ahead and do it. If we 
nad had the British Empire Air Train¬ 
ing scheme operating in Canada im- 
i e 1 lately after it wa» proposed by the 
British government, France might 
a .e been saved. A few thousand more 
planes could have done it. Blit no, we 
had the wait and see stuff. Six years 
ago the U.F.A. urged the immediate 
construction of the Alaska Highway 
from an Alberta point where it would 
be much safer from air attack than- on 
i-he coast of B.C. Again, politics; 
again, wait and see. We waited and 
saw—the Japs in the Aleutians. 

Now back to the Athabasca tar 
sands. Good gasoline can be made 
from these deposits. Let’s put the 
plant in there and make the gasoline. 
If the Russians need it what easiei 
way to get it to them than through 
Alaska, on to their own territory of 
Siberia. Then again sooner or later, 
Japqn is going to strike Russia. Then 
Russian bases will be available to 
American planes within striking dis¬ 
tance of the Japanese cities which 
•nust be raped. We can’t haul gaso- 
ine across the Pacific. Jap subs will 
, >ee-to that. So if we have our gaso- 
ine ready in the far north to shoot 
(cross into Alaska and on into Siberia 
.hose Jap war plants can be destroyed. 
That is, if we are not as we have been 
o often before—too little and too 
late. 

If the Russians don’t need this oil 
we can certainly use it in. Canada and 
Great Britain. That is why the Un¬ 
ited Farmers of Alberta are urging 
immediate action by the Dominion 
government in the development of the 
Athabasca tar sands.

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Restrictions on 
Tea and Coffee 


The everAightening pinch of war 
wrought lurther restriction to Cana¬ 
dian eating habits with announcement 
oy the Wartime Prices and Trade 
Lioard that tea and coffee are coupon- 
rationed. 

The order,-limiting consumption for 
a<h person to one ounce of tea or four 
ounces.of cofree a week—hut- not both, 
follows by a month the coupon ration¬ 
ing of sugar on a basis of one-half 
pound per person per week. Gasoline 
has been rationed for several months 
with the unit varying across the coun¬ 
try. 

Canadians now get the same amount 
of sugar but less tea than do the peo¬ 
ple of Britain, where the weekly ra¬ 
tion basis per person is two ounces of 
.ea and eight ounces of sugar against 
ne ounce and eight ounces, respective- 
y in Canada. Coffee is not rationed for 
Britons,'who aie light coffee-drinkers.

The board estimated the ration al¬ 
lotment of tea or coffee for each per¬ 
son would make about 1214 cups a 
week, but the quantities used by each 
in lividual would vary that figure 
somewhat. 

For the next five weeks the ration 
coupons to be used are the “A-B-C-D- 
E ’ coupons issued when rationing of 
sugar went into effect. The sugar ra¬ 
tion tickets, numbered 1 to 6, are at 
the bottom of the card. 

After September 8. the board said, 
there will be permanent coupon ration 
books. 

> May Use Coupons Now 

“The tea and coffee rations are one 
ounce of tea per person per week or 
lour ounces of coffee per person per 
week/' said a board statement an¬ 
nouncing the extension of coupon ra¬ 
tioning to tlie two beverages. 

“Each one of the lettered coupons 
e. titles the ration card holder to one 
ounce of tea or four ounces of coffee 
a week but not both. 

“All five ration coupons may be used 
immediately. 

“Kation cards issued for children 
under 12 cannot be used for tea and 
coffee purchases.”

On “Honor” System 


Up to now tea and coffee rationing 


has be?n on the “honor system,” with 
Canadians instructed to cut their tea 
consumption to one-half of normal 
and coffee consumption to one-quarter. 
Trie honor system was used for sugar 
“rationing up to July- 1 when the shift- 
to coupons was made on an experi¬ 
mental basis. 

At that time it was said the 


coupon 

plan would be extended to other com¬ 
modities as the need arose. 

The maximum quantity of tea which 
can he purchased on one ration card 
up to Sept. 8 is five ounces, 5-16ths of 
a pound. Even three ration cards in a 
family will not permit the purchase of 
a one-pound package. Twenty ounces 
of coffee may be purchase on one card 
—a pound and a quarter. 

Equitable Distribution 

“Equitable distribution and prudent 
conservation of existing supplies are 
the objectives of the tea and coffee ra¬ 
tioning,” the board said. The state¬ 
ment emphasized the shipping diffi¬ 
culties which 8t5nd in the way of ob¬ 
taining large quantities of the two 
oeverages w'hich must be imported. 

“Tne rat.oning plan is designed to 
ensure all tea and coffee drinkers get- 
ug a fair share and, at the same 
time, to guard against any failure of 
iu,jply during the next several months 
.vlien it is expected further supplies- 
will be obtained from abroad. 

“The limited supplies of tea on 
hand and restricted prospects of new 
shipments result from the fact that 
pre-Pearl Harbor sources of supply 
in the fatherlands East Indies and 
Malay are cut off by enemy occupa¬ 
tion, while Ceylon and India, the major 
sources of supply, are in a theatre of 
war more than 8,000 hazardous miles 
from Canada. 

Need More Coffee 

“The difference in the rations of tea 
and coffee—one ounce of tea as 
against four ounces of coffee—are 
attributed to the fact that more coffee 
by weight is required to make a cup 
of beverage than is required with tea. 

“Also, there is the fact that the sup¬ 
ply problem in the case of tea is more 
acute than with coffee, which may be 
obtained from South America over a 
shorter, but just as hazardous, route. 

The hoard said it was' realized the 
tea and coffee ration “means a consid¬ 
erable sacrifice for a large majority of 
Canadians,” but expressed confidence

Never slam. on brakes unless an 
jniergency demands it. A sudden 
tip is just peeling rubber off tires.

Even distribution of weight in the 
car is impoitant. For example, the 
average driver weighs about 150 
pounds.

Days in Britain 

(Christian Science Monitor) 


The following excerpt from a letter 
written by Stuart Murray, a formei 
golf professional in England, to E. C. 
Johnson, a Boston businessman, serves 
to illustrate how daily lives have been 
.hanged by war and pictures a typ\ca! 
worker’s days. 

Thornton Heath, Surrey 

.•. . My time is all measured out in 
the following manner: Up in th« 
morning at 6.15 heating water for a 
wash and a shave, and for a cun of tea 
for the wife. Breakfast at 7, while I 
listen ‘o the morning news. Leave 
home at 7.30 to cycle five miles to the 
factory in all weathers. Start work in 
the factory at 8, with a break for ten 
minutes a f 10 o’clock. The bell ring 
at 12.30 for,dinner and we’re back one 
hour later at 1.30. The tea break is a’ 
5.30, when we rest for fifteen minutes, 
and then work again until 7.30 when 
we go home. 1 arrive about 8 for sup 
per. Ten o’clock or theieabouts sees 
me in bed for a rest well earned. 

One night in the week I give one 
hour to instruction on some subject 
such as map reading, Tommy gun, 01 
such like weapon. One Sunday morn¬ 
ing in two is given over fcfr 2Mi hours 
to Home Guard drill and exercises. 
This by vote in our Home Guard, sc 
that we may spend every other Sun 
day morning in our gardens and allot¬ 
ments. 

By the way, we break off on Satur¬ 
day at 5 instead of 7.30. One night a 
week is allowed us to get away at 
5.30; generally the Guard night. This 
is Friday night now and I have taken 
my time off at 6.30 tonight because 
I was on late guard last night, and feel 
lather jaded after a very hard day 
at the bench, a very foreign task tc 
me, but Hitler would give us a much 
more foreign one if we let him get 
these islands. 

I should be doing some swatting on 
my map reading as the most success¬ 
ful student on that subject is to be 
■elevated to instructor, and you just 
know I would give my right arm tc 
teach folk anything, but of course 
mainly golf, my pet subject. 

My own profession, that of golf 
professional, has dropped right off my 
active list, and I shall be mighty rus¬ 
ty when this affair is all over. I have 
only had one game in the last fifteei. 
months and see small prospect of get¬ 
ting much this year with the present 
drive on for more production . . . 

The terrible times we have gone 
through together and the peril which 
wc still stand in is having its effect in 
making many of us more spirtually 
minded. “Man’s extremity is Gort’t 
opportunity.” The answer to our first 
'ay of prayer by the nation was Dun¬ 
kirk, and the second national day 

ought us Matapan. Need I say 
more? 

When hell is so very near, you may 
for a moment think there is na powe 
greater than evil, but you become 
aware of a nameless something tn. 
tween .you and that blackness, that 
engulfing horror that would rush up¬ 
on you und annihilate you altogether. 
And so this day has seen far more trek 
to their chosen places of worship, to 
give gratitude for deliverance and to 
ask humbly of Divine guidance in the 
struggle ahead. . . . 

Finally, as we are fighting to win 
the war, let us hope we will all fight 
as hard to win the peace. That all of 
us will keep united for the peace that 
is worth making such sacrifices for.

plane,” which -could fly more than a 
quarter of the distance around the 
corid without refuelling on bombing 
missions—could lly 125 fully armed 
troops across our own continent non¬ 
stop. , 

It can do these things, but it is 
doing an even bigger job. It’s a flying 
laboratory. The performance reports 
vrit en by army and air force test 
ilots are secret. Not one line of what 
aey have found out has been released 
o the public but within the aircraft 
adustry notable tilings are happening. 

Those who have'been watching the 
.-.hole hearted collaboration of the 
arious companies, the army, air force 
ind what was once the automotive 
industry, will tell you that new planes 
are new possible because of what has 
been learned from the construction 
and testing of the B-19. The B-19 
performance reports show’ conclusiv¬ 
ely what can be done with bigger 
rombers — and that vast airplane is 
olping to get underway the greatest 
aircraft construction program in the 
istory of the world.
